Legalise the Ulster Custom of Tenant Right in holdings not a.d. is 72 . 
agricultural or pastoral in their character. 

W HEREAS by the first section of the Landlord and Tenant Preamble. 

(Ireland) Act, 1870, the usages prevalent in the province of 
Ulster which are known as and were in said Act intended to he 
included under the denomination of the Ulster tenant right custom 
5 were declared to be legal, and it was enacted that same should in 
the case of any holding in the province of Ulster proved to be 
subject thereto be enforced in manner provided by the said Act : 

And whereas the provisions of the said Act apply only to holdings 
that are agricultural or pastoral or partly agricultural and partly 
10 pastoral in then’ character, and it is just and expedient to declare the 
Ulster tenant right custom to be legal, and provide for the enforce- 
ment of same in the case of holdings that may not be agricultural 
or pastoral in their character : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 

15 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows ; that is to say : 

1. All the provisions of the first section of the Landlord and Ulster 
Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, shall extend and be applicable to eveiy SomaS* 
20 holding in the province of Ulster although same be not agricul- dared legal 
tural or pastoral in its character, in the same manner to all intents j[ o ^ u(rs 
and purposes, and the tenant of any such holding which is subject 
to the said usages or customs shall have in all respects the same 
rights and remedies for enforcement of the same, as if such holding 
25 were agricultural or pastoral in its character : Provided always, that 
no tenant of any holding that is not agricultural or pastoral or partly 
agricultural or pastoral in its character shall be entitled to r.laim or 
receive any compensation under the third, fourth, or seventh section 
of the said Act.
